DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," 'The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not in one paragraph 
form and it is must be presented on separate sheet. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification does not include a detailed description of the preferred embodiments of the 
invention. Applicant has included this material under the "What is CLAIMED". 
Moreover the description of the invention and drawings are very crude and very difficult 
to determine. 

Appropriate correction is required. No new matter should be entered.

In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

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5. 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: It is not clear what figure 4 and figure 5 are 
showing. They don't appear to correspond to the other figures. The rubber cushions 
are shown as elements 4 and 5 in figure 1 but are elements 8,9,10 and 1 1 in figure 2, as 
described in the specification. Elements 8,9,10 are also referred to as "the sturdy bolts 
or interlocking male-female parts. Are they the "rubber cushions" or the "interlocking 
male and female parts". It is not clear how the "bolts" connect the skeleton (6,7) to the 
rubber cushions. It doesn't appear to be possible by the figures and description 
provided. This is not to be construed as a complete list of all defects found. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. . 

7. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with 
patent prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, 
lack of skill in this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum 
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protection for the invention disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services 

of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute the application, since the 

value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and prosecution. 

The Office cannot aid in selecting ah attorney or agent. 

Applicant is advised of the availability of the publication "Attorneys and Agents 
Registered to Practice Before the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office." This 
publication is for sale by the Superintendent of Documents, U.S. Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 20402. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-2 are, as understood, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US 4041619 (Sapper) in view of US 4914836 (Horovitz). 

Sapper teaches a shoe having a sole that is similarly shaped to applicant's 
invention. Sapper lacks sole having a mattress support comprising of 2 to 5 layers, 
each layer having a monolayer of solid spheres. Horovitz teaches a sole having at least 
3 layers (see figure 6), each layer having a monolayer of solid spheres (24; see figure 
1 ). It would have been obvious to provide the sole of Sapper with a support comprising 
3 layers of solid spheres, as taught by Horovitz, to provide improved cushioning 
characteristics.
